Minister  of  Lands  \  V  V  50  of  the  “  Water 
and  Forests.  [  Act  ”  it  is  provided  that 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  incor¬ 
porate  a  tract  of  land  and  the  owners  thereof 
into  an  improvement  district:

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Kootenay  Land 
District  and  the  Nelson  Land  Registration  Dis¬ 
trict  comprising  District  Lots  55  and  55a  and 
the  parts  of  District  Lot  51  shown  on  Regis¬ 
tered  Plans  624  and  624a  and  all  subdivisions 
of  the  said  tract,  and  all  owners  of  land  there¬ 
in,  are  incorporated  into  an  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  under  the  “  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions 
hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Fort  Steele  Waterworks  Dis¬ 
trict.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  impi'ovement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and 
operation  of  works  for  waterworks  purpose 
and  all  matters  incidental  thereto.

dates  at  the  said  election  shall  be  the  persons 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  their  wives 
and  husbands. 

6.  Mrs.  Gordon  Kershaw,  Fort  Steele,  B.C., 
shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees.  She  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as 
aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at 
the  nearest  post-office  and  at  two  other  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  area  hereinbefore 
described  a  notice  signed  by  her  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meet¬ 
ing.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  clause  5  she  shall  have  power  to 
determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who 
desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  She  shall 
have  power  to  determine  the  procedure  to  be 
followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method 
of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall 
be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  three 
candidates.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  de¬ 
clare  the  result  of  the  election  and  shall  notify 
the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said 
result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the 
general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6 
hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  1953,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1952,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1951,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candidates 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and 
which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the 
second,  and  the  third  succeeding  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall 
be  held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be 
held  between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each 
year  for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  condition  of  the  works  and  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
improvement  district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(cl)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trus¬ 
tees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or  vacan¬ 
cies  that  has  or  have  occurred  or  is  or 
are  about  to  occur  among  the  Trustees: 

( e )  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  gen¬ 
eral  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
conspicuous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office 
and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to 
be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 


action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  old 
or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  or  the  authorized  agent  of 
any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of 
such  land,  or  legal  representative  of  any  owner 
of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent, 
or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a 
voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.” 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
the  wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of 
the  improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall 
have  authority  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chair¬ 
man  may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file 
with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that 
the  declarent  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote 
at  such  general  meeting.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

gay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
ill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.
